Former Warden Is Cool 
Undér Gruelling Exami- 
nation Regarding Loan 
and Sale of House. 


' Declaring that assignments of the 
so-called “Savannih gang’ were not 
unusual an] taking complete respon- 
sibility for them, Looney J. Fletcher, 
former deputy warden of the Atlanta 
penitentiary, took the stand in his 
own defense Tuestay afternoon. He 
denied he was a party to any con- 
spiracy to accept bribes from wealthy 
inmates of the Atlanta prison, 
for which he an other officials are 
alleged to have “farmed out _— soft 
jobs.” 

Fletcher followed Albert E. Sartain, 
former warden, on the stand. Sartain 
admitted he had been “fool enough” 
to accept a loan of $5,000, which was 
negotiated by Willie Haav, but em- 
phatically denied complicicy in any 
pact to “sels” easy jobs. 

Sartain, Fletcher and Laurence 
(“Heinie’) Riehl are on _ trial] on 
charges of conspiracy to accept $10,- 
500 from seven men convicted some 
time ago in the Savannah “rum ring 
exposure.” The men were to get 
‘soft’ assignments while — serving 
their sentences, government witnesses 
charge, in return for. certain sums 
of money. 

Chaplain on Stand. 

In explaining his actions in making 
certain of the assignments, Fletcher 
said Father Thomas ID. Ilay- 
den, former Catnolie chaplain of the 
Atlanta institution, requested that 
Willie Haar and others of tlie “Sa- 
‘yannah buuch” be assigned to him. 

“I have always made it a practice 
to be as accommodeting as I can, and: 
as“ I sawno special reason fo® th 
granting the request, I assented,’ 
Fletcher told the jury. “I knew noth- 
ing of any money transactions andy, 
never received a penny or any other 
consideration from any prisoner in 
my long service with the department 
of justice. I have been connected 
with the department in various ca- 
paciti¢s since 1902.” 

Fletcher occupied the witness chair 
for about an bour and a half, the 
prosecution endeavoring to get him to 
admit he had discussed money mat- 
ters with prisoners and that he had 


received considerations for “favors” 
done inmates of the institution.

Washington, February 17.—With- 
par discussion or a record vote, the 
senate tonight yzave its approval to 
a Pay increase for the vice-president, 
cabinet officials cud members of con- 
gress. 

The proposal is embodied in 
measure by Senator Ball, republican, 
Delaware, which was. offered by 
Chairman Warren, of the appropria- 
tions committee, as an amendment to 
tue $15,000,000 legislative supply 
bill, passed tonight and was sent to 
conference. 

If approved by the house, the pay 
increases would . become _ effective 
March 4, when the 69th conzress 
comes into being. Under the terms 
of the amendment, which Senator 
Warren explained had the approval! 
of the finance as well as of his own 
committee, the salary of the vice pres- 
ident, members of the cabinet and 
the speaker of the house would be 
increased from $12,500 to $15,000 a 
year, while those of senators, repre 
sentitives and delegages from the sev: 
eral territories. would be advanced 
from $7,500 to $10,000.

Family Chooses To Leave 
Him in Cave Where He 
Met Death Rather Than 
Risk Lives Removing 
Body.. 


Cave City, Bebriary. 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—On the hill above 
Sand cave this afternoon his family 
and friends held funeral services for 
Floyd Collins. There was no cas- 
ket; no corpse; no grave, and no 
marker. ‘ 

Sixty feet underground in the Sand | 
Cave trap which closed upon him 18 
days ago, lay. the body of Collins, 
discovered a few days too late by the 
rescuers. Rather than risk the lives 
of any of the tireless volunteers, his 
family chose to leave him in the cave 
for his last sleep. 

Physicians, his friends, and offi- 
cials of the rescue party crept down 
into his narrow tomb today to gather 
the legal evidence that Floyd was 
there and that he was dead. None ef 
his family would take a last louk, 
but the thought that Collins would 
have chosen such a spot, among his 
beloved caves, comforted them. 

Parents at Graveside. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lee Collins were 
there, silent in the last earthly rites 
for their son. The aged couple sat 
side by side in small chairs near the 
edve of the same limestone ledge un- 
der which Sand cave disappears. 

Behind them, grouped on _ large 
roulders overlooking the valley .be- 
iow, were a dozen members of a 
choir gathered from among residents 
of Cave City. Mr. and Mrs. Collins 
“stened with bewed heads while

Atlanta Auditor Denies 
W. T. Anderson’s

After reporting discrepancies ag- 
gregating $1,806.11 in pay roll ac- 
counts at the East Point shop of 
the state highway department, Audi- 
tor C. R. Dawson, Atlanta account- 
ant, was instructed Tuesday by Gov- 
ernor Clifford Walker to continue his 
investigation and to extend the scope 
of his examination. 

Action of the governor in naming 
Private Auditor Dawson came after 
he had been informed by State Audi- 
tor Sam J. Slate that the state au- 
diting department was through with 
its examination of accounts of the 
state tuberculosis sanitarium at Alto 
and was ready to take up other duties, 
including an investigation of the 
state highway: department, if so in 
strutted. 

Another development in the high- 
way department. investigation came 
Tuesday from Perry, Ga., when L. W. 
Meekin, an Atlanta auditor, gave out 
a statement denying charges made in} 
a statement by W. T. Anderson to the 
effect that Chairman John N, Holder 
had requested auditors to transfer cer- 
tain of his expense account to a “mis- 
eellany account.” Auditor Meekin 
said he was in the office of Chairman 
Holder. with M, 8. Franks, chief clerk 
of the East Point shons of the high- 
way department when the conversa- 
tion between Holder and Franks took 
place in the early part of 1924. Meek- 
in denied the chairman had made any 
such request and said charges to. this

The 
doubtful items refer to payments 
drawn by the paymaster for men 
whose names have been carried on 
the rolls but who have not yet been 
interviewed by the auditor to ascer-

_ Washington, February 17.—Despite 
the wide splashes of sensational pub- 
licity which a certain congressional 
junket elicited in the divorce court 
trial of Representative Scott, of Mich- 
igan, members of the house and senate 
are planning a series of these events 
for the vaeation season after adjourn- 
ment.

In Local Tiaedoriatiog 


Washington, February 17.—The 
place of the bus was defined as an 
auxiliary in local transportation today 
with adoption by the American, Elec- 
tric Railway association of an agree 
ment reached several weeks age by 
representatives of automotive and 
traction organizations. 

No medium has been developed 
which can supplant electric railways 
in moving large urban crowds in rush 
hours, it was agreed, and it was held 
that electric railway companies should 
provide both bus and electric car serv- 
ice essential to good public service 
with protection against competition 
when so doing. Buses should be regu- 
lated as common carriers, the agree- 
ment stated, and both buses and eleec- 
tric railways should bear proportion- 
ate taxes. 

The automobile chamber of com. 
merce and the American Automobile 
association joined in drafting the 
agreement and T. R. Dahl, of Cleve 
land, who represented the automotive 
interests in its consideration, addrers- 
ing the railway association today, em- 
phatically declared against the finane- 
ing of independent bus companies by 
manufacturers to encourage competi- 


tion with electric railways which deal | 
|any riders, 


with them. 


“We bus manufacturers have every 
desire to cooperate with you,” he 
said. “Having sold you equipment, 
we will not indirectly enter into com- 
petition with you by financing com- 
petitors’ equipment. We do not be- 
lieve it is bood business ethics to 
finance companies operating in compe¢- 
tition with our customers, e‘ther 
through stock ownership or time eulea 
which are a mere subterfuge.” 

Guy E. Tripp, chairman of the 
board of the Westinghouse Electrie 
and Manufacturing company; M. C. 
Brush, of New York, and Peter Witt, 
of Cleveland, also urged that electric 
railways take the lead in operation of 
bus service, and Mr. Witt insisted 
that local transportation is doomed 
unless sold on a zone fare basis.

With minute attention to detail, 
Faulkner is said to have prepared 
rubber etamps of certain business 
houses with which he stamped checks, 
countersigning the name of the man- 
aver. secretary or some other officer 
of the firm. This served to give the 
transuction a business-like appearance 
and tended to throw the watch dogs

_In an interview with a representa- 
tive of The Constitution, H. A. Shif- 
flette, manager of the fraud bond di- 
vision of the National Surety com- 
pany. summed up the situation in 
the following words:

Following this suggestion, which reflects 
my own personal views, and realizing that 
this legislation should be approached with 
the utmost conservatism and care, I have 
asked Mr. Murphy Candler to. serve as 
chairman of a survey committee to deter- 
mine the needs of the state.

This committee will probably divide itself 
into subcommittees and make a _ personal 
canvass of each of the state institutions and 
departments, and, after a thorough confer- 
ence with the officials in charge thereof, 
prepare a budget, which I sahil hope to 
present to the legislature in due time end 
which will show not only the vitally need- 
ed curernt expenditures of the state. in- 
cluding administration upkeep and mainte- 
nance of existing institutions, but will, I 
trust, also provide a five-year program of 
the necessary plant and additional build- 
ings to be secured in order to render a max- 
mum of service to the people and to pro- 
vide, as nearly as may be, for an even pro- 
gram of expenditure throughout that pe- 
riod 


It is hoped and believed that this re- 
port will contain information which, when 
transmitted to the general assembly, will 
be of real assistance. 

When this determination has been reached 
as to the financial needs of the sate, Mr. 
Black’s committee, which will be consti- 
tuted of representative business men 
thronghout the state, including represcuta- 
tive members of the house and senate, will 
mpproach the study of the problem from 
the standroint of endeavoring to secure that 
system of taxation which will provide the 
recessary revenue with the least burden and 
the wisest distribution of that burden 
among the citizens of Georgia that can 
be secured. 

It is hoped that with this end achieved 
a great forward-looking constructive pro- 
gram for the development of Georgia can 
be adopted and a campeizn of advertising 
inavgurated that wili aid in brinting new 
capital in the state, thus promcting its 
agricultural and industrial progress.

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CHANGES SYSTEM 


A return to the committee form of 
operation was voted Tuesday by the 
board of education and three standing 
committees for this year will replace 
the 1924 system, under which the 
board functioned as a committee as a 
whole, and all matters were taken up 
directly by the board, instead of go- 
ing through the hands of a committee. 

Committees will be those on cur- 
rent expenditures, building, grounds 
and equipment, and health service, 
and will be composed of five members 
each. John T. Hancock, president of 
the board, stated that he will name 
members of new committees within 
the next week. In the interim the 
purchasing committee, which was in 
effect as a special] committee during 
practically all of 1924 will *continue 
to function. 

The committee on current expendi- 
tures will recommend purchase of sup- 
plies and equipment and shall act as 
the finance committee in questions 
pertaining to salaries. Members will 
be empowered to spend amounts in 
excess of $100 only in cases of emer- 
gency, and then only when recom- 
merded by the chairman of the com- 
mittee and president of the board. It 
shall not, according to the resolution 
adopted Tuesday, have power to spend 
more than half of the apportionment 
for any item prior to July 1 unless 
especially directed to do so by the 
board, 


Committee Duties. 


Purchase of new lots and erection 
of buildings as well as permanent re- 
pairs of any nature would come un- 
der jurisdiction of the committee on 
buildmgs, grounds and equipment. In 
addition, the body would have power 
to recommend purchase of equipment 
for any new builings. 

The other committee, that on health 
service, would be in charge of phys- 
ical training in the schools, play- 
grounds and playground equipment, 
gymnasiums and equipment, dental 
and medical work in the schools, and 
any other questions relating to the 
health program of the school system. 

The adopted motion which was in- 
troduced by W. W. Gaines, was 
passed as a substitute to a resolution 
sponsored by Mrs. Kate Green Hess, 
and which called for seven standing 
committees. The paper was passed 
without opposition. 

New System Favored. 

Board members’ generally were 
agreed that the system -adopted last 
year proved unsatisfactory and prac- 
tically the only discussion was con- 
fined to the number and power of 
committees. Mrs. Hess, whose motion 
last month started the agitation which 
led to reversion to the form in effect 
prior to 1924, contended that with no 
standing committees, the purchasing 
committee had grown more important 
than any standing committee ever had 
heen, and that it forced an unfair 
share of work on members of that 
committee. 

Mr. Gaines stated that the system 
adopted last year was not given a fair 
trial, as the purchasing committee was 
in effect during the entire year, and 
too much authority was vested in it. 

M. Therrell also spoke in fa- 
yor of returning to the old form, but 
advocated more than the three stand- 
ing committees. 

It is probable that other committees 
mentioned in Mrs. Hess’ original mo4 
tion, and which included committees 
on budget, charter revision and pub- 
lic relations, administration, and rules 
and regulations, in addition to those 
finally adopted, will be set up as 
special committees later.

Says Delightful Visitor

China has bobbed its har. 

More or less abbreviated skirts 
have replaced the multi-colored pan- 
taloons once worn by the almond-eyed 


daughters of Budda. hHligh-heeled 
slippers are now binding the feet of 
China’s fair sex. In short, China has 
ceased to sing “In Dreamy China- 
town” and has cnanged. its tune to 
“Last Night on the Back Pagoda.” 
Saffron-skinned “tlappers” are “flap- 
ping’ and slant-eyed “sheiks” are 
“sheiking” in the most appruved style. 

All of these ‘ufringements on the 
traditions of sedate old China were 
recounted by Mrs. Gisele Kirkpatrick 
of Tien Tsin, China, whe is now 
visiting at the home of Mrs. F. J. 
Cooledge, Jr., on 
avenue. 


Copy U. 8S. Bobs. 
Speaking with a marked French 
accent—French being one of the five 


languages which she speaks fluently— 
Mrs. Kirknatrick told in«vivid detail 
of the growing tendency in China to 
eopy the imanners of Europe and 
America and a growing intolerance 
for all foreimners by the educated 
classes of natives in Tien Tsin and 
other Chinese centers. 

Branding chop suey as a_ tribute 
to the inventive ability of America 
and never heard of in China, Mrs. 
Kirkpatrick asserted that the upper 
classes of China aitend all-night par- 
ties. dressed in the best of dinner 
clothes, and eat largely European 
foods. The picturesque chop stick 
has been discarded for the knife and 
fork in all publie places, though even 
th: better classes still use ‘the former 
difficult instruments within the con- 
fines of their own homes. 

Bird’s-nest soup, which is made, 
not from the nests of birds but from 
eggs found in certain nests, still con- 
tmues to be a preferred delicacy. It 
was further stated by Mrs. Kirkpat- 
rick that the poor class, which is stil] 
virtually inslaved by the aristocracy, 
maintains the traditions of past cen- 
turies. The women still bind their feet

and shuffle about their daily duties 
of preparing rice and other simple 
foods much as they did when the late 
empress dowager was a #pyal babe. 
Conditions Chaotic. 

When questioned regarding the con- 
ditions among the natives during the 
2 Pog civil war, Mrs. Kirkpatrick 
said : 

“Native China is going through a 
period of terrible suffering. Soldiers 
vf both factions have preyed upon the 
peasants and left starvation and pes- 
tilence in their wake. Foreigners are 
not allowed to travel on the railroads 
except under special permission and 
business is at a standstill.” 


Students educated in America and 
Europe are blamed by Mrs. Kirkpat- 
rick for the present unrest. 

Mrs. Kirkpatrick is the daughter of 
the late Gustav Detring, former com- 
missioner of customs for Great Britain 
in China. Herr Detring, who was 
German by birth, held a position of 
great responsibility in the political 
life of China for more than a score of 
years. His advice on state affairs 
was sought by the late empress dow- 
ager and many other Chinese and Eu- 
ropean representatives of power in the 
east. In addition to the Legion of 
Honor, Herr Detring, was decorated 
by several other governments in trib 
ute to his. services in the near and 
far east. 

‘‘America Stands Alone.” 


Born in Tien Tstn, Mrs. Kirkpat- 
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rick still regards that city as her home 
though she has spent much of her 
time during the past few years travel- 
ing throughout the world. 

John Johnson Kirkpatrick, her hus- 
band, has charge of the largest coal 
mine in the world, called the Kailan 
mine and located near Tien Tsin. 

When asked how she was impress: 
ed by America on her first visit to this 
country, Mrs. Kirkpatrick said: 

‘‘America as a country, stands alone 
for rrogress and accomplishment but

THE FARM CAMPAIGN. 
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: PRAYER 


All over Georgia this week the) 
farm program for 1925, adopted at| 
a state-wide conference in Athens | 
recently, is being explained and 
urged upon farmers by a large staff 
of speakers who have volunteered 
time to this worthy cause. 

The meetings are being con- 
ducted under the auspices of the 
Georgia Cotton Growers’ Coopera- 
tive association, and reports from 
various towns and cities say that 
large audiences of farmers are 
greeting the speakers everywhere. 

The farm program is a practical, 
common-sense plan for farm opera- 


-basfe feature is raising food and 
feed in sufficient quantities to dis- 
pense with having to buy thése ne- 
cessities; to raise hogs and chickens 
and keep a small herd >f dairy cows; 
to plant. not nore than one-fourth 
of the total acreage in any one 
money crop, as cotton, for instance; 
to enter into cooperative marketing 
associations; to insist upon lower 
rates of interest; town and coun- 
try cooperation; economy and hard 
work. 

These things are so fundamer- 
tally sound that there can be no 
argument about them. The farmer 
who depends upon one crop and 
mortgages that in advance of pro- 

_ duction for supplies is simply a slave 
for others, and has no hope of ade- 
quate remuneration for his time, 


and no possible hope of eventual 
independence. 

To raise hogs without a few cows 
also is foolish. The skimmed milk 
is necessary in hog production, and 
the cream checks go a long way to- 
ward paying expenses. No well reg- 
ulated farm is without its flock of 

* chickens, and the pure bred chickea 
is Just as easy to raise as the scrub, 

_and infinitely more profitable in egg 
production and for meat. 

Cotton production must be on an 
intensive system if successful under 
boll weevil conditions. This means 
a minimum of acres to the plow, 
five or ‘six ‘and under no considera- 
tion to exceed ten. 

The whole tendency of 
production is to increase the acre- 
age production. It is alarmingly 
low in this country, lower than any 
other cotton producing country on 
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cotton 


earth. 
‘There are many other money 


crops that cooperative marketing 
have now made profitable. Melons, 
potatoes, hay, all pay well in Geor- 
gia. Corn club boys have repeated- 
ly demonstrated that if intensely 
cultivated an acre in Georgia can 
produce as much corn aS an aver- 
age acre in Illinois. | 

The principles of cooperative 
marketing, which is merely orderiy 
distribution, are so sound that the 
whole world today has accepted 
them. They have been the beacons 
of fescue for the farmers and have 
done more to placing the farming 
industry upon a business and a

While Roosevelt had a dynamic 
force and did not hesitate to whip 
congress in line with his policies 
when he could, he experienced in 
the congress that died on March #4, 
1905, just as much opposition 4s 
Coolidge has experienced with the 
present congress. There was muth 
the same spirit of insurgency. The 
one thing most accountable was the | 
message of Roosevelt in December, , 
1904, in which he proiected the’ 
issue of raliroad legislation. It had| 
not been mentioned in his party) 
platform, and it naturally created 
a division in his party. In fact, ix 
marked the beginning of the split 
which occurred in 1912, a little 
more than seven’ years later. 
Spurred by the Roosevelt direct- 


ness and enthusiasm, the house 
passed the ‘“‘Hepburn railroad bill” 
in January, 1905, but the senate re- 
fused to take it up for considexa- 
tion. Roosevelt kept wnipping con- 
gress in line, however, and in the 
Spring of 1906 a bill was passed 
giving the interstate commerce 
commission the power tea regulate 
railroad rates. It was a good law, 
much needed, and has proven of 
inestimable value in protecting the 
public, but it would never have 
passed but for the dynamic energy 
of the president in holding con- 
gress straight to that one line of 
thought. 
President Coolidge has not -at- 
tempted to force any legislatiun 
aside from his party platform, and 
has closely tracked it in his mes- 
Sages. He has projected one meas- 
ure—for the regulation of rents in 
the District of Columbia—that has 
been called radical. and communis- 
tic in principle, but that is not in- 
dicative of turning to a radical pol- 
icy. Real estate profiteering in 
Washington has become notorious, 
and as a great proportion of Wash- 
i.gton’s population is government 
employees the president was justi- 
fied in seeking their protection. 
President Koosevelt felt a great 
deal more secure in pushing a pro- 
gram of his own after he took the 
oath for a term to which he had 
been overwhelmingly elected than 
he did while serving ovt the un- 
expired term of President McKinley. 
There are noticeable signs that 
President Coolidge is going to be a 
far more aggressive president when 
he is serving his own term than 
while filling out the unexpired term 
of President Harding. He will very

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The cost of living is high enough— 
as it is not necessary to tell anyone. 
That is one of the few things which 

: << # 6©everyone§ knows. 

But as compared 
with the peak it 
is low. And one 
of the largest 
tactors in bring- 
ing down that 
cost has been the 
remarkable  per- 
formance of the 

Pmt railways. 

The large railroad rate increases 
came in 1920 when the expense of do- 
ing business soared; now, as few peo- 
ple seem to know, the rates have been 
so lowered that fully one-half of the 
1920 increases have been wiped out. 
This has been done by first-class rail- 
road management. Here is a sample 
of the high order. of management 
we are now getting. 


In October, 1922, the coal strike 
had just been ended and the railways 
were being offered a very large freight 
business. But in consequence of the 
large amount of equipment in bad 
order and other conditions, the rail- 
ways were unable to handle all the 
business offered to them. There was 
a car shortage throughout the coun- 
try and at the end of the month it ex- 
ceeded one hundred and seventy-nine 
thousand cars. 

Contrast this with the performance 
in October, 1924. In that month the 
railways handled the largest freight 


business of any month in history. It 
exceeded that of October, 1922 by 
nine and one-half per cent. They 
handled it promptly and satisfactori- 
ly and throughout the month they had 
a surplus of over’ three thousand 
freight locomotives and one hundred 
thousand freight cars. 

What happened in these two years? 
A greatwimprovement in the physical 
condition of th railways and in 
their operating efficiency. In fact. 
in the two years 1925 and 1924 they 
loaded and moved more cars of freight 
than in any two previous years and 
did this without troublesome conges- 
tions or delays. In October, 1922, 
they hauled an average of 38.8 freight 
cars in each train and moved each 
freight car an average of 26.6 miles 
a day. In October, 1924, they hauled | 
an average of 43.8 freight cars in 
each train and moved each freight 
car an average of 30.7 miles a day. 
The increase in the number of cars 
hauled in each train indicates the in- 
crease in efficiency with which loco- 
motives were used. The inerease in 
the averge miles each freight car was 
moved daily indicates the increase that 
occurred in the efficiency with which 
cars were handled. The difference 
between these figures spells the dif- 
ference between very inadequate and 
wholly adequate freight service to 
American shippers.

From time 
to timg it will become necessary in the 
course of history to put Russia out- 
side of Kurope, that she might not cor- 
rupt the unity of the system. It will 
be necessary to create new political 
demarcation frontiers to resist the 
weight of all Russia. It will be nee- 
essary to restore and strengthen Po- 
land from time to time te form the 
bulwark against the ever-pressing 
Russians.” Napoleon felt that the 
urge of the Slavs was to move west- 
ward, even as the Huns, Vandals 
and Goths had come from the Mongo- 
lian plains to overrun Europe.

Even 
the most practical bygienist is likely 
to behave strangely 
his unmentionaties back from the 
Jaundry and discovers that he has lost 
bis last button. 

Time was when I preached the de- 
sirability of light weight all wool or 
wool and silk, or at least an- ap- 
preciable percentage of wool under- 
wear for winter for the average per- 
sin, but never have | placed a single 
straw in the way of any person who 
sought to struggle through the winter 
in his or her pretense of undies, nor 
have I ever failed to support loyally 
und yigorously any youngster’s prop- 
osition ti discard the heavies and re- 
sume the comfortable summer time 
regalia along about the second of 
April. 

But I am now serving publie no- 
tice to all concerned that 1 am not 
promiu@gating the heavy underwear 
— any more. Henceforth I shall 
ase my position squarely upon the 
principle of personal comfort—cun- 
ceding without argument that the av- 
crage person knows enough to recog- 
nize when he is comfortable. On that 
basis I maintain that we hygienists 
should face the facts even when the 
tacts seem to be at variance with 
our theories, and here is a fact: There 
is nothing in the health records to 
indicate that the considerable num- 
ber of the amazing sex who achieve 
slenderness even at the cost of naked- 
ness suffer any injury to health by 
reason of their innocence of any in- 
ner armor worthy of the name. 

If I were out earning my living 
honestly perhaps this heavy stuft 
would be comfortable enough. But 
heing One of the class that does no 
honest work, I find the heft of ’em 
positively depressing and after to- 
night some poor but honest man will 
receive an outfit of like new undies 
which should come in useful for mops, 
polishing the car or stopping holes 
in the back windows. 

So-called “fleece lined” underwear, 
in my judgment, is the most un- 
hygienic kind ever invented. Very 
heavy .or thick cotton underwear 
comes second in the undersirable list. 
Flannels, that is, tigktly woven 
woolen goods, come third. 

Any underwear’ which is extra 
thick or doubled over any part of the 
body is unhygienic, not because it is 
warm, but because it coddles_ the 
body in spots. 

Loosely knitted textures, to permit 
free evaporation of sweat through the 
holes, are desirable in underwear at 
any season, Silk is all right from the 
hygienie viewpoint; wool and silk is 
too wool and cotton 1g too, or 
pure cotton. «Linen is all right for 
mild weather or climate where light 
material sufficea; if heavier under- 
wear is desirable, linen is unsuitable.

Moultrie, Ga., February 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Although the manager of Swift 
& Co., Moultrie plant issued no state- 
ment today in connection with the de- 
cision handed down by the United 
States circuit court of appeals in 
Chicago, sustaining the federal trade 
commission’s order requiring the pack- 
ers to divorce themselves from their 
holdings in the packing house here 
and the one they own in Andalusia, 
Ala., it is known that the case will 


be appealed to the United States su- 
preme court. In the meantime the 
plant here will continue to operate 
as usual. 

The chambers of commerce of Mou!l- 
trie aud Andalusia interested in the 
Chicago proceedings had protested 
against the upholding of the trade 
commission's order, insisting that such 
action would elose the biggest market 
for live stock in the southeast, and 
destroy an industry which has re- 
quired many years, a lot of money 
and a lot of work to develop to the 
point where it is just now becoming 
profitable. 

Swift & Company bought out the 
old Moultrie Packing company in 
1917 and since that time bave spent 
more than a million dollars in en- 
largement. Should the trade com- 
mission’s ord@ eventually be put in- 
to effect, it would mean the closing 
of the plant. There woukl be no one 
here to sell it t», and not enough 
local capital could be raised to 
operate it.

| Railroad Official Urges 
| Greater Hog Production

Editor Constitution: The increased short- 
, 2ze of hogs in Georgia, at a time when hoz 
i prices have reached an unusually hich price 
level which, according to our Georgia pack- 
ers, is likely to be maintained for at least 
probably two years, points to an economic 
situation in Georgia which, it seems to me. 
is well worth bringing to the attention of 
The Conatitution and the other newspapers 
of Georvia. 

I have a communication from an official 
of another railroad, statine that ‘‘By acting 
quickly we couMl accomplish a great deal 
this year. It im probably too late to plant 
oats in any of the southeastern sections, 
but by utilizing oat-grazing as a starting 
point and by planting rape promptly and cat- 
tail millet a little later we could get a lot 
of grazing that we do not ordinarily have. 
Our best bet is early corn, which, if plant- 
ed as a separate crop and well cultivated 
should yield an enormous supply for early 
hog finishing and will assure the early mar- 
keting of hogs during Jmly and Argustf.’’ 
This is a practical snegestion intended to 
meet the immediate situation, so far as it 
can he met. 

But what I desire to call attention to ‘a a 
broader phase of the subject. As a Georgia 
packer, in a letter to me, very well states 
the matter: ‘‘There is no way these farm- 
ers can play this game successfully by try- 
ing to ride the waves of the market, and if 
it is their Intention to put in hogs now to 
sell while the market is high and then get 
out, they might just as well stay out of if. 
Hog raising is not profitable except as Aa 
steady by-product of the farm. 


hogs, and the little money they are gettinz 
for their cotton crop will go to the western 
farmers for meat and meat products, which 
they could be making here as well as in any 
other section of the country.” 

Fortunately, there has been in operation 
in Georgia for the past several years & 
movement which is gradually bringing the 
hog production situation to the point of per- 
manency which the packer, whose letter I 
have quoted, suggests: is desirable, and the 
only reason why this movement has not 
shown greater results at the present time 
appears to be from lack of support of all 
the business interests of the state and pos- 
sibly from some 6f the packers themselves. 
I refer to the cow-hog-hen program that has 
been fostered primarily by a state-wide or- 
ganization and in which the county agents 
of Georgia in many counties have been doing 
effective work. ‘The practical solution rec- 
emmended for the existing situation, it 
seers toa me, is very effectively covered in 
the following paragraphs which I am going 
to quote in full from resolutions covering & 
farm program which was adopted at th: 
recent farm meeting in Athens: 

“That the farmer and business men of 
each county shall unite in @ program of 
feed products and permanent pasture im- 
provements and the intrednection of a suffi- 
cient number of cows, sows “and hens on 
each farm ovnit, regardless of whether such 
farm unit is devoted primarily to cotton, 
tobacco, peanuts or other money or fruit 
crop, to enable the occupant of each farm 
unit to live at home and obtain sufficient 
eash income from cream checks, poultry and 
hog sales to pay the operating cost of such 
farm unit. Owing to the (promise of high 
price for hogs during the coming twelve 
months, it is particularly urged that the 
hog feature of the livestock program be 
given special attention, keeping in mind al- 
ways that the hog industry in Georgia can 
never be put upon a permanent and perma- 
nently profitable basis without sufficient 
dairy cows on the farm to provide as a by- 
product sufficient skim milk for the healthy 
and economical feeding of the pigs pro- 
duced,” 

It is encouraging to note that there is 
an increase in the number of milk cows in 
Georgi, as shown in a report of the Georgia 
Cooperative Crop Reporting service under 
date of January 28, and there is not the 
slightest doubt that a vigorous following up 
of the movement to increase the number of 
dairy cows in Georgia, and thus provide sur- 
plus skim milk for pixs and poultry on the 
farm, will ultimately lead to a steady sup- 
ply of hogs for Georgia packers, regcard- 
lees of whether the price of hogs is high or 
low. Meanwhile I am confident the pack- 
ers will pursue a policy of paying every 
penny the market will bear, thus showing 
their complete good faith in encouraging the 
industry, and let it be known to the farm- 
ers that that will be their continued potty 
—if they will go as far as the (eorgia 
creameries have gone, for example, by main- 
taining a Chicago standard price for butter 
fat, there will be fio doubt, in my judgment, 
that this assurance of prices, coupled with 
a continued and more vigorous follow up of 
the cow-hog-hen movement, will do the rest 
and finally place the hog industry in Geor- 


gia on a permanent basis.

Washington, February 17.—The 
house agriculture committee tonight 
completed work on the Haugen bill 
providing for establishment of a fed- 
eral cooperative marketing board and 
ordered it favorably reported tomor- 
row. ‘ 
The bill, which is in line with rec- 
ommendations of the president’s agri- 
culture confer@hce, it to be pressed for 
action by the house this week, Chair- 
man Haugen being authorized to seek 
a special rule to take it up Friday. 

Little difficulty in obtaining such 
a rule and expediting passage of the 
measure is expected by committee 
inemoers. 

The bill, which calls for an appro- 
priation of $500,000 to set up the pro- 
posed federal cooperative marketing

Pirated Story, Says Judge

New York, February 17.—For more 


York actor and playwright, has been 
receiving the credit and the cash due 
the author of a drama which stands 
next to “Abie’s Irish Rose” .in the 
endurance stakes of the American 
theater. Tuesday it developed that 
Gordon didn’t conceive the story at 
all, but pirated it from a poor woman, 
Miss Ida Vera Simonton, and merely 
wrote it over into a play. 

“White Cargo” is the name of the 
piece. It has played 550 times in New 
York without a break and still seems 
to have enough vitality to go on pur- 
suing “Abie” indefinitely for the 
marathon record of the stage. ‘‘Abie”’ 
has had 1,177 New York performances. 
Not only has “White Cargo” out-lived 
a hundred other plays on Broadway, 
but it has also been shown in almost 
all the the principal cities of the 
American continent and Great Britain 
by road companies. The profits have 
mounted to an enormous sum, of 
which Miss Simonton, a woman who 
once explored the African jungle, now 
has been awarded_an author’s share. 
She will demand $500,000. 

Pirated “Hell’s Playground.” 


It was Judge John C. Knox, of the 
United States district court, who final- 
ly stamped “plagiarist’” on Leon Gor- 
don, Tuesday, and _ identified Miss 
Simonton as the author of the story. 
She wrote it originally as a novel 
called “Hell's Playground,” out of 
her observation and experience on the 
west coast of Africa, and also out of 
her creative imagination. ‘Gordon, in 
the words of Judge Knox, ‘‘deliberate- 
ly pirated ‘Hell's Playground’.” 

“The difference between the. novel 
and the play,” Judge &nox wrote in 


his opinion, ‘“‘seems to me to be no 


more than Gordon believed necessary 
in order to adapt the story to the 
timitations of the stage.” 

‘The judge then took advantage of 
an opportunity to make himself heatd 
in the current uproar about enya 4 
on the stage by remarking that bot 
the book and the play were unneces- 


sarily coarse and sensual. This part- 


of his judgment, however, did not min- 
imize the victory or the reward of 
Miss Simonton after a long fight 


against handicaps, or mitigate the de- 
nunciation of Leon Gordon, who had 


accepted the literary prestige and the 
royalties which were supposed to be 
his @ie as the author of one of the 
greatest successes ever produced in 
the American theater. 

. Play Comes Timidly, 

“White Cargo” came to the theater 
rather timidly a year ago last fall. 
It was presented first at one of those 
so-called “special engagements” in an 
obscure, theater. Most of the can- 
toting play reviewers were at other, 
more important premieres on Broad- 
way that night so that the first that 
was really heard of “White Cargo” 
was when it became a hit without 
outside assistance. A short time lat- 
er it moved to Daly’s theater, which 
is another obscure house, a converted 
lodge hall. in the shadow of the fat, 
ompous Century theater off Colum- 
yus circle. And there it has run on 
and on, month after month, makin 
Gordon,. the pirate, and Esrl Carroll, 
the producer, richer and richer. 

Its story, familiar now to thousands 
of playgoers, is that of a white man 
who succumbs to inertia and moral 
dry rot in an African coast settle- 
ment. Gordon probably had no idea 
when he took Miss Simonton’s story, 
as Judge Knox now agrees that he 
did, that “White Cargo” would pay 
such enormous dividénds. 


School Material Purchase 
System Changed by Board 


Purehase of equipment and materi- 
als used by the school department was 
taken out of the hands of the city 
purchasing agent and vested in the 
business manager of the school de- 
partment by action ‘Tuesday of the 
board of education. ‘The board also 
voted to purchase two trucks with 
which to hau] eoal and other sup- 
plies used by the schools in order to 
eliminate large drayage bills. 

W. C. Slate, author.of both mea- 
sures, pointed out that there is no 
necessity for requesting the purchas- 
ing agent to buy things used in the 
schools and that it could be handled 
by the school department business 
manager without additions to his of- 
fice force. 

Speaking on the resolution to buy 
two new machines so that the depart- 
ment might do its own trucking, Mr.

000 of that amount was spent for 
hauling coal and was paid to a trans- 
fer company in which J. J. Barnes, 
inspector of weights and measures for 
the city, is interested.” 

Trucks Cost $5,000. 

The matter of buying trucks which 
will cost approximately $5,000, was 
referred to the purchasing committee | 
with power to act.

The present budget absorbs the 
large deficit carried over from last 
vear, and the only deficit for next 
year would be December salaries. 
That, however, will be the case only 


if the most drastic economy measures 
are enforced rigidly throughout the 
year at the threat of crippling the | 
entire system. 

Funds provided the board for oper- 
ating expenses this year include §$2,- 
315,420.90, which is 26 per cent of 
the entire anticipated receipts of the 
city : $231,186.36 from the state school 
fund; $20,000 in non-resident tui- 
tions; $48,441.98 as the balance due 
on school contracts and other funds 
from 1924, and $12,000 from state and 
federal vocational funds, bringing the 
total to $2,627,049.24. 

In addition, council voted $353,- 
086.65 to repay a loan negotiated last 
year to provide October and November 
salaries ; $101,000 for free text books 
purchased last year, and $36,216.36 as 
balance due on sale of bonds. How- 
ever, that entire amount had been 


contracted for prior to January 1 of 
this year.

UO would be appropriated; expendi- 
ture of $6,500,000 for the Los An- 
geles and Long Beach harbor project, 
and $275,000 for a survey of the St. 
Lawrenee waterway project by an 
agency to be designated by President 
Coolidge. 

More than 200 surveys were author- 
ized, including 50 added by the sen- 
ate committee, of which 16 are in 
Florida

Want U. S. To Act. 


The league council will submit its 
recommendations to the entire disarm- 
ament commission tomorrow and rec- 
ommend ratification, which is ex- 
pected. Tonight’s decision is inter- 
preted here as meaning that the 
leaders have become convinced that 
nothing real can be achieved in the 
supervision of the private manufac- 
ture of armaments without the active 
collaboration of the United States. 

The idea is to await the results ob- 
tained at the May conference for the 
control of traffic in arms, with which 
the. problem of private manufacture 
is held to be closely linked. . The 
agreement reached tonight indicates a 
eompromise holding out hope #* the 
future, as the conference on the man- 
ufacture of arms neither has been 
convoked ner really abandoned. 

A friendly, though vigorous. ex- 
change of opinions took place between 
Donald MeNeil, the British sub-secre- 
tary for foreign affairs, and M. Bon- 
cour of France, at the council meet- 
ing which lasted several hours. 

M. Boncour reiterated that if the 
world is to find real security it must 
know where arms are being manu- 
factured, and where they are sent. He 
argued that if the conference must 
be postponed active efforts should be 
undertaken to control the private man- 
ufacture of arms. The goal to be 
achieved, was that each state must be 
able to institute national control. 


U. S. Centers Discussion 


The United States was the center 

discussion throughout the day’s 
meetings. The various speakers ad- 
dressing the full disarmament com- 
mission emphasized the necessity of 
American collaboration, but all 
seemed under the impression that the 
United States did not desire an invi- 
tation to the conference on private 
manufacture. This helief was chiefly 
the outgrowth of the statement by 
Mr. MeNeil that legislation in various 
American states would prevent ef- 
fective collaboration by the Washing- 
ton government.

“Now, 
he is enshrined in his sarcophagus of 
stone where his body lies in peace.” 

“It was Floyd’s wish to be buried 
in a cave,” the speaker added, and 
the related a dream which Mr Col- 
lins said his son recently experience, 
a dream that angels came and took 
him away from a cave where he was 
imprisoned. 

“Heroic ceeds have laid a perma- 
nent monument for the whole country 
in the exhibitions of courage and 
stamina revealed for 18 days at Sand 
Cave,” the Rev. C. K. Dickey, of 
Horse, Cave, said. He supplemented 
Rev. Biser’s statement that the spot 
forever would be sacred to the mem- 
ory of him who had called forth so 
much loving kindness. 

J. F. Van Cleve, of Glasgow, spoke 
in a voice so low that the trickling 
of water down un opposite hillside 
only emphasized the solemnity of the 
oecasion. Faint clicks from cameras 
were audible as Ven Cleve told softly 
of how men emerging from the rescue 
shaft had dropped kke dead-on their 
cots after night. 


Unseen Remains Committed. 


The remainder was short. Rev. 
Dickey conducted the committal and 


dropped a piece of ash, a tiny flut- 
tering fern and a bit of earth as 
Floyd’s unseen remains were com- 
mitted to his Maker. 

Fifty-five minutes had elapsed when 
the final “amen” brought the closing 
of the services. Such was the last 
hour of spiritual tribute to Floyd 
Collins. A few more hours and his 
body wll have been sealed in its :ombh 
deep in the earth below. A block 
of concrete will be permitted to 


solidify in the lateral, leading from 
the rescue shaft, while the shaft 
proper will be filled with rock an 
earth from the vicinity. The entrance 
to the cave will be closed with heavy 
timbers and Floyd Collins henceforth 
will rest undisturbed. 


EXPOSURE CAUSED DEATH, 
SAYS CORONER'S JURY. 

Cave City, Ky., February 17.—(Bs 
the Associated ~Press.)—Floyd Co)- 
lins came to his death “from exposure 


caused by being accidentally  en- 
trapped in what is commonly known 
as Sand Cave,” a coroner's jury de- 


tigation. 

Kach member of the jury was a 
personal friend of Collins and is fa- 
miliar with conditions in the region. 
Hach also made a personal inspection 
of Collins’ body today and _pro- 
nounced -him dead. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury 
was read into the record of the mili- 
tary court of inquiry which has been 
seeking to establish the identity of 
the imprisoned man beyond any ques- 
tion of doubt. 

Six men who were selected this 
morning by Magistrate T. C. Turner 
te go down in Sand Cave and estab- 
lish proof that Collins was dead, as 
well as report on the,dangerous con- 
dition of the passageway, composed 
the jury. The eave victim's body was 
reached yesterday afternoon and an 
announcement was made at that time 
that he no longer lived. 


} 
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Jury Enters Shaft. 


The men were permitted to enter 
the shaft one at a time and were con- 
ducted by Everett Maddox, one of the 
rescue workers, to the point where 
Collins was found. 

A conference with the six partici- 
pating was held at the top of the 
shaft immediately afterwards. Tur- 
ner, Who was acting coroner, said 
each man had identified Collins and 
would swear that he was dead. 

Following the arrival shortly after 
noon of J. l.. Williams, of Glasgow, 
commonwealth’s attorney, and County 
Attorney Paul Greer, the six men 
were sworn in as members of the jury. 

Inguest proceedings then adjourned 
from Sand Cave to Cave City, where 
the testimony of the witnesses was 
heard and the verdict of the jury 
made publie. 

Jewell Estes Testifies. 


Jewell Estes, son of the man at 
whose home Collins was staying when 
he was trapped, was the first witness. 
He testified as to the incidents con- 
nected with Collins’ disappearance and 
the later discovery of his imprison- 
ment in the cave. The next witness 
was Lieutenant Ben Wells, member of 
the faculty of Ogden college, at Bowl- 
ing Green, who made frequent trips 
into the passage during the early res- 
cue efforts. He described conditions 
existing in the cave. 

Ed Brenner, of Cincinnati. who has 
heen working continuously on timber- 
ing in the shaft and lateral heading, 
and who was first to reach the body 
when the tunnel from the shaft broke 
through Monday afternoon, testified as 
to the hazardous condition of the old 
passage and the recently timbered lat- 
eral and tunnel, 

The next Witness, Everett Maddox, 
Central City miner, one of the few 
men to reach Collins before he died. 
gave testimony relating to the danger 
of further efforts to recover the body 
under conditions which existed today 
and gave additional details about the 
early rescue work.

Your Fingernails. 

If you keep your finger nails young 
and prety, it will make your hands 
look young, and that will add greatly 
to the effect of youth which even 
more than beauty is every woman’s 
ambition.
